EDITORIAL 



FERTILIZER MATERIAL FROM JACKSON- 
VILLE AND FERNANDINA, FLORIDA TO 
YBOR CITY, FLA. 

Under Notice No. 559, dated Nov. 24, 1930, the 
Commission on Dec. 5th., 1930, formally heard the 
Atlantic Coast Line and the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
roads on their application to cancel a commodity 
rate of $1.69 per ton on Fertilizer Materials, C. L., 
from Jacksonville and Fernandina, Fla. to Ybor City. 

The circumstances that prompted this application 
arose from the fact that for some time these roads 
had maintained on Fertilizer Materials. C. L„ from 
Jacksonville and Fernandina, Fla. to Ybor City, Fla., 
a rate of $1.69 per ton. The general basis through- 
cut Florida, applicable on fertilizer materials was 
75'/r of class "M." On that basis the rate from Jack- 
sonville to Ybor City should have been $2.36 Va 
per ton. 

Formal hearing was held in Tampa, Fla., on Dec. 
5th. Considerable opposition to the cancellation 
of this rate developed from the Fertilizer manufac- 
turers at Ybor City, in which they were ably assisted 
by Mr. J. H. Donnell, Manager of the Tampa Traf- 
fic Association. After hearing all who desired to be 
heard, the Commissioners on April 8, 1931, issued 
Order No. 1033, in which it was found as follows: 

1. It is found that there is no actual and compell- 
ing water competition between Jacksonville and 
Fernandina, Fla., on the one hand, and Ybor City, 
Fla. on the other hand. Such actual and compell- 
ing water competition would have to be shown to 
exist in order to warrant lower rates to Ybor City, 
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Fla., from Jacksonville and Fernandina, Fla., than 
to interior and shorter haul points. 

2. It is further found from the evidence that the 
maintenance of the rate of $1.69 per ton on fertiliz- 
er materials from Jacksonville and Fernandina, Fla. 
to Ybor City, Fla., while at the same time maintain- 
ing higher rates to intermediate points is violative 
of the long-and-short-haul principle, and is prefer- 
ential of Ybor City and prejudicial to intermediate 
points at which higher rates apply. 

Under these findings from the evidence, there 
was no alternative but for the Commission to remove 
such preference and prejudice by increasing the 
rate to the scale basis of $2,361/2 per ton. 

RATES ON EXCELSIOR 



Prior to the revision of class rates in Florida under 
our Order 977 of Feb. 1, 1928, Florida Classifica- 
tion had carried ratings on Excelsior of class D, when 
in carloads, and 5th class when in less than car- 
loads. When this revision took place many of our 
class rates were taken out of Florida Classification 
and made subject to Southern Classification. Among 
these were ratings on Excelsior, both earload and 
less than carload. The new ratings were 27V£% of 
first class on carloads and 3rd class on less than 
carloads. 

Shortly after this revision the Commission began 
receiving protests from the excelsior manufacturers 
in this State, and later on from the watermelon ship- 
pers, pineapple shippers and avocado pear ship- 
pers, in the packing of which commodities large 
quantities of excelsior were used. In fact, the water- 
melon shippers were practically restricted to the 
use of Excelsior in packing their watermelons be- 
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cause of the ruling of the Georgia authorities that 
melons bedded with native straws and grasses, as 
had been formerly used, could not pass through that 
state on account of the danger from cattle tick in- 
fection. 

We first handled the matter by correspondence 
with the carriers, and for two seasons they volun- 
tarily published 5th class and 10th class, or class 
"D," to expire after the close of the shipping seasons. 
They were requested to take the same action for the 
season of 1931, but declined to do so. Accordingly, 
on April 7th, 1931, the Commissioners, by Notice No. 
564 set the matter down for formal consideration, 
and ordered a hearing to be held in Tallahassee on 
April 21st, 1931. 

As a result of this hearing the Commissioners is- 
sued Order No. 1034, effective May, 1st, 1931, find- 
ing as follows: 

1- That the use of excelsior in Florida is largely 
confined to the packing and preservation of perish- 
able products, such as watermelons, avocado pears, 
pineapples, and citrus fruits, in bulk. 

2. That under the present rates of 21 l /g% of first 
class, carload, and 3rd class less carload, excelsior 
cannot and will not move in any considerable quan- 
tity by rail. 

3. That a reasonable maximum rate on excelsior 
between points in the state of Florida would be the 
current 10th class rates, when in carloads, and the 
current 5th class rates when in less than carloads. 

These ratings are now in effect throughout the 
year, instead of being in effect throughout the ship- 
ping season only, as was the former arrangement. 

PULPWOOD RATES 

Just prior to the completion of the paper mill at 
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Panama City the question of rates on Pulp wood came 
up for consideration. On account of the fact that 
there had previously been no movement of pulpwood 
between points in Florida, the Florida Classification 
of this Commission had no specific rating thereon, 
except under the general rule of analogy. The Rule 
of Analogy provided that where a commodity was 
not specifically rated carriers should apply the 
rating of the nearest analagous article, reporting 
the matter to the Commission in order that a specific 
rating could be established. 

The paper mill officials applied to the Commis- 
sion to know what the rating on pulpwood was. We 
applied the rule of analogy and advised them that 
the rating would be the same as the rating on fuel 
wood. Carriers would not agree to this ruling, and 
it became necessary to hold a formal hearing in 
the matter. 

Accordingly Notice No. 560 was issued on Jan. 
15i 1931, setting down for formal hearing on Jan. 
28th, 1931, in Tallahassee, the question of a proper 
rating on pulpwood. 

The hearing was largely attended, and all who de- 
sired to be heard were heard, under oath. On May 
28th, 1931, Order No. 1936 was issued, in which the 
Commissioners found as follows: 

1. It is found that the issue in this case, and the 
sole issue, is a proper rating covering pulpwood, C. 
L. between points in Florida. 

2. It is further found that Florida Classification 
No. 7, at the time of this hearing, and for a long 
period of time thereto, provided a rating on Wood, 
for fuel, C. L-, at one-tenth of class "P" per cord 
with the following Note: 

NOTE: When shipped in cars less than 36 feet 
in length, not less than ten cords will be charged 
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for, excess in proportion. When shipped in cars 36 
feet or over in length, not less than 12 cords will be 
charged for, excess in proportion. Rates to be quot- 
ed per cord. 

3. It is found from the evidence that fuel wood 
may be used as pulpwood, and pulpwood may be 
used as fuel wood; they are interchangeable. The 
commodity is the same, whether used as pulpwood 
or fuel wood. 

4. It is found from the evidence that a higher 
rating on pulpwood than on fuel wood has not been 
justified. 

It is therefore ordered that the rating on pulp, 
wood, in carloads between points in the State of 
Florida shall be the same as the rating on "Wood, 
for fuel, C. L-," as carried at index No. 2245, be gov- 
erned by the "Note" carried at index 2250, page 16 
of Supplement No. 19 to Florida Classification No. 
7, and subject to Rule 19 of the Freight Rules of the 
Florida Railroad Commission in the construction of 
combination rates. 

As indicating that the rating authorized by the 
Commission in this case was not unduly low, atten- 
tion is called to the fact that the Atlantic & St. An- 
drews Bay Railway, The Marianna & Blountstown 
Railroad and the Alabama & Western Florida Rail- 
way, roads serving territory adjacent to the paper 
mill, afterwards petitioned to be allowed, and were

wood lower than the basis fixed in this proceeding.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COUNSEL 

TO THE 

RAILROAD COMMISSION OF FLORIDA 

FOR THE YEAR 1931. 

Counsel for the Railroad Commission employed 
under the provision of Section 6733 of the Compiled 
General Laws of Florida, submits the following re- 
port for the year 1931. 

CASES BEFORE INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
COMMISSION 

No. 1. Florida Railroad Commissioners vs. Aber- 
deen & Rockfish Railroad Company, et al., I. C. C. 
Docket No. 16939. 

This was a proceeding brought by the Railroad 
Commissioners of Florida against all of the railroads 
in the United States and Canada attacking the rates 
on citrus fruits, vegetables, melons, pineapples and 
strawberries from Florida to all destinations in the 
United States and Canada, as well as the minima 
on citrus fruits and vegetables; this case is doubtless 
the largest rate case ever launched in behalf of the 
Florida shippers and it required a year an a half of 
painstaking study and work by Senator Calkins, 
former counsel for the Commission, to prepare the 
evidence for this proceeding; the formal complaint 
was filed by Mr- Calkins on March 30, 1925, and the 
case was heard before former Interstate Commerce 
Commission Examiner Hillyer; practically six entire 
weeks were consumed in taking the testimony; the 
hearing having been held at Orlando, Jacksonville, 
and Virginia Beach, Va. Over 2,500 pages of verbal 
testimony was taken and over 500 exhibits filed in 
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evidence by the parties. The Growers & Shippers 
League of Florida, through their counsel, C. R. Mar- 
shall, of Washington, D. C, intervened in the pro- 
ceedings, and inasmuch as the Florida Railroad Com- 
missioners and the Growers & Shippers League had 
identical interests in the outcome of the rate adjust- 
ments sought, the case has thus far been presented 
as if it were a joint complaint filed by the Florida 
Railroad Commissioners and the Growers & Ship- 
pers League. A tentative report by Examiner Hill- 
yer has announced a proposal finding to the effect 
that the rates attacked are not unreasonable per se 
and proposing a complete readjustment of all rates 
on perishables from Florida shipping points to all 
destinations; together with an increase in the mini- 
mum loading of such perishables in consideration of 
which it is proposed that the Florida shippers shall 
have the benefit of a reduction in their rates in pro- 
portion to the increased minimum load ; the time 
for filing exceptions to this report has been extended 
to April 4th, 1927, and it is likely that both the Flor- 
ida Shippers and the Railroad who were parties to 
the proceedings will file exceptions which will not 
likely be disposed of until some time the latter part 
of the year 1927. 

This case was finally submitted to the Commission 
on oral argument on June 21, 1927, and the decision 
was handed down by the Commission on June 10, 
1928. 

The Commission found that the rates on citrus 
fruits in carloads from producing points in Florida to 
destinations throughout the United States were un- 
reasonable. Reasonable bases of rates and increas- 
ed carload minima were prescribed. 

The result of this decision has been to materially 
reduce the rates on citrus fruits in carloads and has 
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meant a saving to the growers and shippers of citrus 
fruits of many thousands of dollars. 

Rates on commodities other than citrus are to be 
dealth with by the Commission in a later report- 

2. Georgia Public Service Commission vs. A, C, 
L. Railroad, et al., I. C. C. Docket No. 18364. 

This was a proceeding filed by the Georgia Public 
Service Commission attacking the Florida log rates 
as being unjustly discriminatory against Interstate 
Commerce in logs between Georgia and Florida. The 
Florida Railroad Commission took the position that 
owing to the conditions under which this log rate 
operated in Florida that there was no discrimination 
or undue prejudice created against Interstate Log 
Traffic between Georgia and Florida and resisted 
the prayer of the petition filed by the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission. Counsel for the Commission 
appeared at the hearings held before Examiners 
Hillyer and Brown at Valdosta, Ga., and before 
Examiner Brown at Jacksonville, Fla. The taking of 
testimony has been completed and the time for fil- 
ing briefs in the matter expires April 1st, 1927. 

A most comprehensive brief was filed in this case 
by Mr. Davis on April 2, 1927. The tentative report 
proposed by Hon. R. M. Brown, Examiner, was fav- 
orable to the contention of the Florida Railroad Com- 
mission, which had appeared in defense of the Flo- 
rida rates attacked in this case. 

Exceptions were filed to this report of the Examin- 
er by the Georgia Public Service Commission and by 
the intervening carriers in behalf of the defendant. 
The Florida Railroad Commission filed a reply brief 
to exceptions on September 26, 1927. 

This case was submitted on oral argument on Dec- 
ember 16, 1927, and was decided on August 2, 1928. 
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The decision was written by Division 4 of the 
Commission and found that the interstate rates on 
logs, except walnut, cherry and cedar in carloads 
from Florida points north of and including Jackson- 
ville, Gainesville, Burnett's Lake and High Springs, 
Florida, to destinations in Georgia were unreason- 
able, and reasonable rates were prescribed. 

The Commission also found that the Florida inter- 
state rates on these logs were unduly preferential of 
shippers in intrastate commerce, unduly prejudicial 
to shippers in interstate commerce, and unjustly dis- 
criminatory against interstate commerce. Rates 
were prescribed which would remove such prefer- 
ence, prejudice and discrimination. 

The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon on 
August 21, 1928, filed a petition with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for a postponement of the 
effective date of such order. And such proceedings 
were had before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion as to cause a postponement of the effective date 
of such order to February 8, 1929. 

The Florida Railroad Commission and certain of 
the lumber interests of the State feeling themselves 
grieved at the report of the Commission filed their 
bill of complaint in the District Court of the United 
States in and for the Northern District of Georgia 
in November, 1928, asking that the order of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission be set aside and the 
enforcement thereof enjoined. 

But on January 17, 1929, the said District Court of 
the United States rendered its opinion in which the 
order of the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
said Docket No. 18364 was construed and defined 
as limited in its territorial scope in so far as it pre- 
scribed intrastate rates on logs to those rates which 
applied on logs from points on the Atlantic Coast 
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Line Railroad's lines in Florida north of and includ- 
ing Jacksonville, Gainesville, Burnett's Lake and 
High Springs in one direction north-bound for dis- 
tances in excess of 170 miles. 

The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon is- 
sued its order changing the intrastate rates on logs 
from and to certain points in the northern part of 
Florida pursuant to the decision of the Federal Court. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company refus- 
ed to put these rates into effect and the State of Flo- 
rida, acting by and through the Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Florida by their Special Coun- 
sel joined by Fred H. Davis, Attorney General of the 
State of Florida, brought its bill of complaint against 
the defendant the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany in the Circuit Court in and for Duval County, 
Florida, and obtained an injunction and restraining 
order restraining the said Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road from charging higher rates on logs than those 
prescribed by the Railroad Commission of the State 
of Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company there- 
upon filed a petition before the Judge of the Circuit 
Court in and for Duval County asking that said cause 
be removed to the Federal Court. This petition was 
denied by the Judge of the Circuit Court in and for 
Duval County. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company then 
filed its bill of complaint in the District Court of 
the United States for the Southern District of Flori- 
da against the members of the Railroad Commission 
of Florida asking for an injunction and restraining 
order to restrain the Railroad Commission from fur- 
ther proceedings in the Duval County Circuit Court. 
Answer was filed by the Railroad Commission and 
the matter was argued before Judge Wm. B. Shep- 
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pard at Miami, and on the 7th day of February said 
Judge entered an order denying this injunction and 
dismissing the bill of the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company. 

The Court also at the same time denied a petition 
of the railroad to remove the proceedings from the 
said Court in Duval County to the Federal Court. 

While this matter was being argued in Miami be- 
fore the Federal Judge the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of its own motion and without further 
hearing on the 7th day of February, A. D. 1929, a- 
mended its original order to read : "Within and 
-throughout the entire State of Florida without excep- 
tion." This was an attempt to make the order of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission state- wide, al- 
though the Three-Judge Statutory Federal Court 
had already construed said order to mean from cer- 
tain points in north Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company then 
entered an appeal from the order of the Judge in this 
proceeding to the Circuit Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans where, on the 21st day of February, the 
matter was argued by counsel. No decision has been 
rendered by the Circuit Court of Appeals. 

In the meantime the Florida Railroad Commission, 
on the 21st day of February, 1929, filed its petition 
for leave to file a supplemental bill in the District 
Court of the United States in and for the Northern 
District of Georgia, Atlanta Division, for the purpose 
of asking that this amended order of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission be set aside as invalid. 

An order was entered by the Judge of the District 
Court for the Northern District of Georgia permitting 
said supplemental bill to be filed. This matter will 
be heard before a Three-Judge Court in New Orleans 
on March 7, 1929. 
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This case was argued before Circuit Judge Walker 
and District Judges Dawkins and Sibley at New Or- 
leans on March 7th, 1929. The Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company was allowed to intervene in sup- 
port of the order. 

The Three-Judge Court found that the investiga- 
tion made by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in this matter was made after a full hearing within 
the meaning of the statute and the power of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in making the order 
was not abused. The order of the Commission was 
therefore sustained. 

The opinion of the Court in the first hearing is to 
be found in 30 F. (2d) 116, and in the opinion of 
the Court in the re-hearing is to be found in 31 F. 
(2d) 580. 

This case was taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States on appeal. Briefs were filed and the 
ease was argued before the United States Supreme 
Court on October 30th and 31st, 1930. 

By unanimous decision of the Court in an opinion 
written by Mr. Chief Justice Hughes the Supreme 
Court reversed the decrees of the District court and 
set aside the order of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

In its recognition of the authority of State Com- 
missions to determine the reasonableness of the in- 
trastate rates this case is most important. This case 
will no doubt be hereafter quoted as "The Florida 
Case," and will take its place with the other great 
decisions of this Court such as the "Wisconsin Case," 
the Minnesota Rate Case," and the "Shreveport 
Case-" 

As an indication of its importance in settling the 
status of the State Commissions it is only necessary to- 
quote briefly a few of the headnotes of this decision: 
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"6. STATES. 

Justification for exercise of federal power 
within what would otherwise be domain of state 
power must clearly appear. 

"7. COMMERCE. 

Interstate Commerce Commission has no gen- 
eral authority to regulate intrastate rates. 

"8. COMMERCE. 

Mere existence of disparity between particu- 
lar rates on intrastate and interstate traffic does 
not warrant Interstate Commerce Commission in 
prescribing intrastate rates. 

"9. COMMERCE. 

Appropriate findings upon evidence are ne- 
cessary to support order of Interstate Commerce 
Commission prescribing state-wide level of in- 
trastate rates to avoid undue burden on inter- 
state carrier. 

"11. COMMERCE. 

Mere finding that existing intrastate rates on 
particular traffic were not renumerative or rea- 
sonably compensatory was insufficient to justify 
Interstate Commerce Commission in alteration 
of intrastate rates. 

"12. COMMERCE. 

State authorities, rather than Interstate Com- 
merce Commissions, have authority to deter- 
mine reasonableness per se of intrastate rates." 
This case is cited as Florida vs United States and 
is reported in 282 U. S. 193; 75 L. Ed. 291. 

On July 10th, 1931, and before the mandate of 
the Court had come down, the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company and the Georgia Public Service 
Commission filed Motions to withhold the mandate 
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until the Interstate Commerce Commission could 
again consider the record in this case in the light of 
the opinion of the Court. 

On February 2, 1931, the Supreme Court of the 
United States denied these Motions and remanded 
the cause to the District Court of the United States 
for the Northern District of Georgia for further pro- 
ceedings in conformity with the opinion of the Court. 

Thereupon, and on February 26th, 1931, the State 
of Florida filed its Motion in the District Court of 
the United States for the Northern District of Geor- 
gia for decree in accordance with the mandate and 
for an Order of Restitution. 

The Florida Railroad Commission represents claim- 
ants in this case with claims amounting to $30,000.00, 
and is now seeking through this proceedings resti- 
tution to the shippers of the amounts represented by 
these claims. 

On July 31st, 1931, the District Court for the 
Northern District of Georgia referred this matter 
to Hon- Horace M. Holden, William Oliver Building, 
Atlanta, Georgia, as Special Master to ascertain and 
report to the Court the sums due to the complain- 
ants or other persons represented by the Florida 
Railroad Commission. These claims are now before 
the Master for determination. 

In the meantime, upon Motion of the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission and the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission reopened its report in this case, Docket No. 
18364, and the reopened proceedings were set down 
for hearing in Jacksonville, Florida, before Exami- 
ner E. J. Hoy. The hearing was held in Jacksonville 
on June 10th, 11th and 12th, 1931. 

The hearing was thereupon adjourned to July 
20th, 1931 at Washington, D. C. At which time the 
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hearing was resumed at Washington in the Hearing 
Room of the Interstate Commerce Commission and 
was concluded on July 21st, 1931. 

On December 14th, 1931, the Examiner filed a 

proposed Report in this case, and on further hear- 
ing affirmed the finding of the Commission in the 
former case (146 I. C. C- 717), and also found that 
the rates on logs in carloads applying on shipments 
between points on the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company in Florida not shown to be unduly preju- 
dicial to shippers and localities in Georgia but found 
unjustly discriminatory against interstate commerce, 
and further proposed a non discriminatory basis of 
rates to be prescribed for this traffic. 

Exceptions were filed to this report by the Florida 
Railroad Commission. 

3. I. C. C. Docket 15100. Depreciation Charges 
of Steam Railroad Companies. 

The above proceeding, instituted upon motion of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, arose out of 
provisions of paragraph (5) of Section 20 of the In- 
terstate Commerce Act, amended February 28, 1920, 
reading as follows : 

"The Commission shall, as soon as practicable, pre- 
scribe, for carriers subject to this Act, the classes of 
property for which depreciation charges may be 
properly included under operating expenses, and the 
percentages of depreciation which shall be charged 
with respect to each class of such classes of property, 
classifying the carriers as it may deem proper for 
this purpose." 

The Interstate Commerce Commission organized a 
depreciation section which secured information from 
the carriers and as a result of such information issu- 
ed a tentative report as of March 16, 1923. These 
tentative reports were distributed and used as a basis 
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for public hearings, the evidence of which was sub- 
mitted April 19, 1924, and a decision was rendered 
on November 2, 1926. 

The effective date of the order in Docket 15100 
was postponed in order to afford time for the con- 
sideration of a petition for re-hearing and reconsid- 
eration of certain aspects of said order and hearings 
were resumed on November 9, 1927, at which re- 
hearing the Commission was represented by its ac- 
countant, Mr, Fred Petti John. 

The purpose underlying the above proceedings 
are to account for the consumption of fixed property 
currently rather than to account for it when matur- 
ed and by so doing to standardize and stabilize main- 
tenance expenses to the end that rates may be pre- 
scribed with equity both to the carrier and to the 
public and also to protect both the carrier and the 
government under the recapture elause of the Trans- 
portation Act 1920. 

The evidence in this case has all been submitted 
to the Commission and a tentative report is being 
awaited; briefs are then to be filed by all of the 
parties supporting or attacking this tentative re- 
port. After which a decision may be expected by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

This case is considered one of the most important 
investigations undertaken by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in late years. 

This case was fully briefed and was submitted in 
oral argument to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion on December 6, 1929. 

On July 28, 1931, in a very full and comprehen- 
sive report written by Mr. Eastman, the Commis- 
sion made its decision in this case. 

The report is entirely too long to review but is to 
be found in "177 I. C. C. pages 351 to 500. 
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4. I. C. C. Docket 14700. Depreciation Charges 
of Telephone Companies. 

The above proceeding, instituted upon motion of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, arose out of 
provisions of paragraph (5) of Section 20 of the In- 
terstate Commerce Act, as amended February 28, 
1920, reading as follows: 

"The Commission shall, as soon as practicable, 
prescribe for carriers subject to this Act, the classes 
of property for which depreciation charges may be 
properly included under operating expenses, and the 
percentages of depreciation which shall be charged 
with respect to each class of such classes of property, 
classifying the carriers as it may deem proper for 
this purpose."

The effective date of the order in Docket 14700 
was postponed in order to afford time for the con- 
sideration of a petition for rehearing and reconsider- 
ation of certain aspects of said order and hearings 
were resumed on November 9, 1927, at which rehear- 
ing the Commission was represented by its Telephone 
Engineer, Mr. A. B. Greene. 

The evidence in this case has all been submitted 
to the Commission and a tentative report is being 
awaited ; briefs are then to be filed by all of the par- 
ties supporting or attacking this report. After which 
a decision may be expected by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 
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This case was fully briefed and was submitted in 
oral argument to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion on December 6, 1929. 

On July 28, 1931, in a very full and comprehen- 
sive report written by Mr. Eastman, the Commission 
made its decision in this case. 

The report is entirely too long to review but is to 
be found in 177 I. C. C. pages 351 to 500. 

5. Ex Parte No. 91. General Revision of Account- 
ing Rules for Steam Carriers. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is required 
under the Acts to regulate Steam Carriers, to pre- 
scribe the accounting rules and regulations governing 
the accounting of such carriers. 

Prior to the present general hearing in connection 
with this subject, the Bureau of Accounts, Interstate 
Commerce Commission, had established the prac- 
tice of preparing tentative accounting rules and sub- 
mitting same to a Committee of the Railway Account- 
ing Officers' Association for its criticism, suggestion 
or approval, and after conference with such commit- 
tee to prescribe accounting rules governing carriers' 
accounts, the several States and general public not 
being parties to such accounting rules and regula- 
tions, although the carriers were prohibited from ob- 
serving any accounts not prescribed by the Commis- 
sion, unless first having received permission from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to keep such addi- 
tional accounts. 

In pursuance to its established practice, the Inter- 
state Commission issued, under date of October, 
1926, a draft of the Tentative Accounting Rules for 
Steam Railroads. The Committee of Statistics and 
Accounts of the National Association of Railroad and 
Public Utility Commissioners, of which the Florida 
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Commission's Accountant is a member, requested to 
be made parties to a general investigation and have 
advocated a system of accounts that will permit of 
service cost finding. Our accountant was actively en- 
gaged in the preparation of the fundamental princi- 
ples upon which the classification to be submitted 
and advocated by the States are predicated, in fact 
he and the statistician of the Minnesota Commission 
prepared the classification to be introduced. 

The importance of having an adequate classifica- 
tion of accounts for steam carriers has heretofore 
been ignored or overlooked. But without an ade- 
quate classification of accounts, regulatory bodies 
cannot discharge their responsibilities, since they will 
be without reliable information upon which to predi- 
cate their findings. 

Service costs cannot be established, except at un- 
reasonable expense, and only then by special studies, 
unless a classification of accounts is prescribed that 
will permit of the determination of costs by classes 
of service. The purposes to be served must deter- 
mine the classification of accounts and in our opin- 
ion, the above investigation will have more beneficial 
and far-reaching effect than any investigation pre- 
viously undertaken by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

6. Finance Docket No. 8272. Application of A. 
C. L. Railroad Company Under Paragraph 18 of Sec- 
tion 1, of the Interstate Commerce Act with Refer- 
ence to Construction of Line from Yuste to Monti- 
cello, Fla. 

This application was filed before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on May 21st, 1930. It pur- 
ports to be an application for authority from the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to construct that por- 
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tion of its line which it deliberately and unlawfully 
tcre up and attempted to abandon in August, 1927, 
but while it seems to ask for authority to reconstruct 
this line it is actually an attempt to get an expression 
from the Commission that the reconstruction and re- 
storation of said portion of its line of railroad is not 
necessary and not required by public convenience and 
necessity. 

The Florida Railroad Commission immediately fil- 
ed a Motion to Dismiss the Application on the ground 
that the Interstate Commerce Commission had no 
jurisdiction to entertain it because the Supreme Court 
of Florida had already assumed jurisdiction of this 
matter and on July 2, 1930, did issue its Peremptory 
Writ of Mandamus requiring the restoration of this 
particular piece of track. 

This Motion to Dismiss was argued before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission on July 12, 1930. 

The Commission on October 11, 1930, made its re- 
port dismissing the application. 

The applicant, the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company, thereupon on December 10, 1930, filed a 
petition with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
asking for a reargument of the question involved in 
this case- 

The Interstate Commerce Commission granted this 
petition on January 19, 1931. 

Reargument was had before the full Commission 
on March 11, 1931, and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on May 11, 1931 vacated the Order of 
October 11, 1930, dismissing this application and 
assigning this proceeding for hearing at Monticello, 
Florida, on June 22, 1931. 

At the hearing in Monticello, Counsel for the Flo- 
rida Railroad Commission filed a Motion to Dismiss 
the application on various grounds attacking the 
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jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
On December 7, 1931, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission handed down its report in this proceed- 
ing in which it denied the Certificate asked for by 
the applicant. Among other things the Commission 
said: 

um* The jurisdiction conferred upon us by- 
Section 1 (18) of the Act is to determine ques- 
tions of public convenience and necessity. Such 
a determination is all that the present applica- 
tion purports to ask. It would therefore seem 
that we properly may proceed with this determi- 
nation without in any wise impinging upon the 
action of the Court in another proceeding, upon 
a different question, and under a different provis- 
ion of the statute, with respect to which we 
have refused to make any expression. 

Upon further consideration of the record, as 
supplemented by the evidence adduced at the 
hearing, we find that the present and future 
public convenience and necessity are not shown 
to require the construction by the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company of the proposed line of 
railroad in Jefferson County, Florida, described 
in the application. Since we have held in our 
previous report herein that construction in com- 
pliance with the mandate of the Court would not 
require the issuance of a Certificate of Public 
Convenience and Necessity under Section 1 (18), 
and since such a certificate could be issued only 
upon a showing of convenience and necessity 
under that provision, it follows that the applica- 
tion must be denied. 

"An order to that effect will be entered." 
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7. Finance Docket No, 8882. Application of Sea- 
board Air Line Railway Company and its receivers 
under Paragraph (18) of Section 1, of Interstate 
Commerce Act for a Certificate of Public Conveni- 
ence and necessity authorizing abandonment of its 
so-called Archer-Cedar Key Branch. 

This application was filed before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on June 25, 1931. It is an 
application to abandon approximately 41.5 miles of 
railroad known as the Archer-Cedar Key Branch in 
Alachua and Levy Counties, Florida. 

This case was first assigned for hearing at Talla- 
hassee, Florida, on October 1, 1931, before Examiner 
T. F. Sullivan. Upon request of the Florida Rail- 
road Commission the hearing at Tallahassee for Oct- 
ober 1st, was cancelled and the hearing was reas- 
signed for Gainesville, Florida, on the same date. 

At the hearing in Gainesville the Florida Railroad 
Commission intervened and took part in the proceed- 
ings. 

Upon application of the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way Company this proceeding was on December 17, 
1931, assigned for further hearing on January 18, 
1932 at Gainesville, Florida. 

LAW CASES 

1. Florida Railroad Commissioners vs. S. A. L. 
Railway Company and Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company. 

This is a mandamus suit in the Supreme Court of 
Florida to require these two railroads to obey the 
Railroad Commission's order of April 18, 1923, order- 
ing said railroads to install a reciprocal switch at 
Bradenton, Florida, such as will enable them to ex- 
change cars with each other at that point for the con- 
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venienee of shippers; the case is pending on an ans- 
wer by the A. C. L. R. R. Company confessing the 
right of the Commissioners to enforce this order and 
on the answer of the S. A. L. Rwy. Co., asserting that 
the order of the Commissioners is in violation of Sec. 
18 of the Transportation Act of 1920, in that jurisdic- 
tion of interchange tracks is exclusively in the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission ; recent holdings of the 
Supreme Court of the United States tend strongly to 
support the contention of the S. A. L. Rwy. Com- 
pany in this matter and it is the intention of counsel 
for the Commissioners to secure a final disposition 
of this ease in the Florida Supreme Court and then 
if the decision is adverse there, to file such case be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission to procure 
the same relief. 

2. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. S. A. L. 
Ry. Co. 

This is a mandamus proceeding to require the S. A. 
L. Rwy. Company to erect a new passenger depot at 
Starke, Florida, as ordered by the Commission ; the 
company has answered the alternative writ and I 
have moved for a peremptory writ, the answer not- 
withstanding ; the case has been fully briefed and is 
awaiting oral argument in the Supreme Court for 
final decision. 

3. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. A. C. L. 
R. R. Co. 

This is a mandamus proceeding instituted in the 
Circuit Court of Orange County, Florida, to require 
the Railfoad Company to obey Rule 29, prescribed 
by the Commissioners governing the transportation 
of perishables in less than car load lots in intrastate 
traffic in the State of Florida ', the Railroad Company

filed a demurrer to the alternative writ and the case 
was argued before Judge Frank A. Smith at Orlando 
and the demurrer overruled; the company has re- 
cently filed its answer to the alternative writ and the 
case awaits further proceedings with reference to 
such answer. 

4. Railroad Commissioner* of Florida vs. S. A. L. 
Ry. Co., Circuit Court of Duval County. 

This is an identical proceeding with that mention- 
ed in the preceding paragraph save that it relates to 
the S. A. L. Rwy. Company ; the case is pending on 
a motion to quash the alternative writ which has not 
been argued. 

The motion to quash in the above case was argued 
by counsel for both parties before Judge DeWitt T. 
Gray, in Jacksonville, Fla., on February 14, 1929, but 
no decision has been made as yet. 

The motion to quash in the above case was over- 
ruled by Judge Gray and the respondent was given 
until March 3, 1930, within which to file its return. 

5. The Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. S. 
A. L. Ry. Co., Circuit Court of Leon County. 

This was a suit to collect a fine of $1,000 imposed 
upon the S. A. L. Rwy. Company for violation of the 
rules of the Commission relating to continuous mile- 
age rate application to shipments originating on the 
C. H. & N. R. R. Co., which is controlled by the S. A. 
L. Rwy. Co. Pleas have been filed by the Railway 
Company to Plaintiff's declaration and demurrers 
interposed to such pleas; the case is awaiting dispo- 
sition of the demurrers. 
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6. The State of Florida, ex reL Fred H. Davis as 
Attorney General, and ex rel. Railroad Commission- 
ers of the State of Florida, vs. Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company, In re : Restoration of Track and 
Station Facilities at Monticello, Florida. Mandamus 

On September 14, 1927, Petition for Alternative 
Writ of Mandamus was filed in above matter, asking 
that the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company be 
required to restore its tracks from Yuste, Florida, to 
Monticello, Florida, torn up and dismantled on Aug- 
ust 25, 1927, to maintain said tracks and road-bed 
in a reasonable safe and suitable condition, to restore 
the train service over said lane of railroad and to ob- 
serve the train schedules that were in effect prior to 
the said August 25, 1927. On September 15, 1927, 
the Supreme Court of Florida granted the petition for 
Alternative Writ of Mandamus. 

To this Alternative Writ the Railroad Company 
filed a Motion to Quash. This motion was fully 
briefed by both parties and orally argued in the Su- 
preme Court on November 3, 1927. 

The Court, speaking through Justice Terrell, over- 
ruled this Motion to Quash and took jurisdiction of 
the subject matter of the Alternative Writ — Justice 
Whitfield filed a concurring opinion. Both opinions 
were most able expositions of the law on the question 
raised by the Motion to Quash, and sustained the 
position of the Railroad Commission on every point. 

Return to Alternative Writ was filed by the respon- 
dent on February 8, 1928. 

On March 8, 1928, the relators filed their Motion 
to Strike and Demurrer to Return to Alternative 
Writ. 

On May 4th respondent filed its Amended Return 
tc Alternative Writ. 
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To this amended return relators filed Motion to 
Strike, Demurrer and a Motion for a Peremptory 
Writ without proof. 

This ease was argued before the full bench on 
June 12, 1928, and on May 14, 1929, the Court made 
its order awarding a Peremptory Writ of Mandamus 
requiring the respondent, the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company, to restore its track from Yuste 
to Monticello, or so much thereof as had been torn 
up and dismantled and to maintain said track and 
roadbed in a reasonably safe and suitable condition 
and to restore the train service over said line of rail- 
road that was in effect prior to the date said track 
was torn up and dismantled. 

A petition for re-hearing was filed with the Court 
and on October 25, 1929, the Court by its order de- 
nied said petition. In the meantime the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company had filed its applica- 
tion with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
known as Finance Docket No. 7714, asking the Com- 
mission to issue its certificate permitting the aban- 
donment of this portion of its line of railroad. 

The filing of this application was duly brought to 
the attention of the Supreme Court of Florida by the 
respondent herein and the Court on November 19, 
1929, entered an order staying the issuance of Per- 
emptory Writ until the matter now pending before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission may be deter- 
mined by that tribunal. 

The respondent thereupon filed its petition for a 
writ of Certiorari in the Supreme Court of the United 
States under Section 237-E Judicial Code U. S. C. A. 
Title 28, Section 344 (b) on the theory that the su- 
preme Court of Florida had denied to the Coast Line 
a right claimed and exercised by it under the authori- 
ty of the Interstate Commerce Commission authoriz- 
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ing it to abandon that part of its line of railroad run- 
ning from Yuste to Monticello, Florida. 

The State of Florida through its Attorney General 
and the Railroad Commission filed a brief in opposi- 
tion to the petition for Writ of Certiorari. 

The Supreme Court of the United States denied the 
petition for Writ of Certiorari. 

On June 18, 1930, the Railroad Commission of 
Florida filed a suggestion with the Supreme Court 
setting up the proceedings before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in reference to the abandonment 
of this line of railroad by the A. C. L. Railroad and 
suggested to the Court that there now existed no rea- 
son for a further stay of the issuance of the Peremp- 
tory Writ and that Peremptory Writ should immedi- 
ately issue. 

On July 2, 1930, the Supreme Court of Florida is- 
sued its Peremptory Writ requiring the A. C. L. Rail- 
road Company to restore its track from Yuste to 
Monticello. 

On October 10, 1930, the A. C. L. Railroad Com- 
pany filed in the Supreme Court of Florida its "Mo- 
tion to Strike, Stay or Modify the Peremptory Writ 
of Mandamus." The principal contention of the rail- 
road was that after it had caused a survey of its old 
right-of-way to be made from the station of Yuste to 
the town of Monticello for the purpose of complying 
with the Preemptory Writ of the Court, it found 
that the State Road Department had graded and 
hard-surfaced State Road No. 11, across the right- 
of-way of the A. C. L. Railroad and that at the point 
of intersection the grade of said State Road No. 11 
had been constructed and hard-surfaced approxi- 
mately five feet higher than the former grade of the 
railroad's track as it existed before the same was re- 
moved. 
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On October 21, 1930, the Railroad Commission of 
the State of Florida in opposition to the above Mo- 
tion filed a "Motion to Strike said Motion and to Fix 
a Time Within Which the A. C. L. Railroad Company 
shall perform the duty enjoined upon it by the Per- 
emptory Writ heretofore issued in this cause and to 
file a Certificate with this Court showing obedience 
to said Peremptory Writ." 

These Motions were argued before the Supreme 
Court of Florida on October 21, 1930, but the Court 
has taken no action on either of said Motions. 

On October 6, 1931, the Court denied the Motion 
of respondent to Quash, Stay or Modify the Writ 
without opinion. 

Afterwards on December 7, 1931, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission handed down its report in 
Finance Docket No. 8272 denying the application of 
the respondent for a Certificate of Public Conveni- 
ence and Necessity to construct 4.8 miles of railroad 
involved in this c ase, and on December 18, 1931, the 
respondent filed in the Supreme Court of Florida a 
certified copy of this report as a Response of Obedi- 
ence to the Peremptory Writ. 

On the 22nd day of December 1931, the Railroad 
Commission of Florida filed a Motion to Strike this 
so-called Response of Obedience as an improper re- 
turn to the Peremtory Writ. 

7. The State of Florida, ex rel. Railroad Commis- 
sioners, vs. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company. 
Mandamus. In re: Ewing Station. 

This is a mandamus suit in the Supreme Court of 
the State of Florida, instituted on November 15, 
1927, to require the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company to obey an order of the Railroad Commis- 
sion, to abolish for the purpose of computing rates, 
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the station of Ewing, Florida, near Tampa. 

On December 10, 1927, the respondent railway 
company filed a Motion to Quash the Alternative 
Writ. 

This matter has been fully briefed and will be 
shortly presented to the Court. 

Oral arguments were made to the Court by counsel 
for both parties in above cause on June 12, 1928. 

On January 6, 1930, the Court overruled the Mo- 
tion to Quash and required the respondent to file its 
return to the Alternative Writ. 

On March 14, 1930, the respondent filed its Re- 
turn to the Alternative Writ. 

S. The State of Florida, ex re). Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Florida vs. Jacksonville Termi- 
nal Company, a corporation. Mandamus. 

This suit was instituted on February 13, 1928, to 
require the Jacksonville Terminal Company: 

"To receive in your baggage room baggage pro- 
perly identified by a claim check of such persons, 
firms, or corporations as may comply with the terms 
of Order No. 950, of the Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of Florida, and issue to the owner presen- 
ting a duplicate of such claim check, together with a 
railroad ticket, a train check for such baggage to 
the destination shown on the ticket. And to permit 
any person, firm or corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of handling and hauling baggage from hotels, 
residences and places of business in Jacksonville, 
Florida, to your passenger station, as the agent of 
prospective passengers, who has filed with you a 
solvent bond executed by an acceptable Surety 
company in your favor in the sum of Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00), conditioned to indemnify you 
for all loss or damage occasioned by loss, accident. 
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negligence or mistake in the handling of baggage by 
such person, firm or corporation, to issue duplicate 
claim checks for baggage and to have their claim 
checks recognized and exchanged for train checks 
by you when presented by a passenger together with 
a railroad ticket. 

"And in all things to fully observe and comply 
with said Order No. 950, of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Florida." 

On March 8th, the respondent filed its Motion to 
Quash the Alternative Writ. Oral argument was had 
before the full Court on this Motion to Quash on June 
33, 1928. 

On July 19th, the Court denied Motion to Quash 
in a very fine opinion by Mr. Justice Buford in which 
Court held. 

"The powers of the Railroad Commission are 
broad enough under the statute to include the 
authority to make reasonable regulations re- 
specting the handling of baggage belonging to 
prospective railroad passengers by a terminal 
company and providing a reasonable system for 
its safe-keeping and convenient identification by 
its owner after it has been received by the termi- 
nal company. 

"While the right to the management and con- 
trol of the property of common carriers is in- 
herent in the carriers who own or operate the 
property, yet because of the nature of the ser- 
vice and the immediate interest of the public 
therein, supervision and regulation of the oper- 
ation and of the business done as common car- 
riers are within the powers of the State as to 
intrastate business when lawful federal authori- 
ty is not dominant, and this governmental super- 
vision and regulation may be lawfully exerted 
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through administrative officers and Commis- 
sions or boards when they are validly constitu- 
ted and their governing powers and duties in 
the premises are legally defined and limited by 
duly enacted statutes. 

"A terminal company may not arbitrarily 
subject one class of passengers to an inconveni- 
ence in the matter of the identification of bag- 
gage from which under substantially the same 
circumstances, it protects and saves another 
class ; and if it attempts to do so, such action on 
its part constitutes discrimination which the re- 
lators, being the governmental agency having 
supervision of such matters may by reasonable 
regulation prevent in the exercise of the sound 
judgment of the realtors under our statutes." 
Respondent thereupon filed its Return to Alter- 
native Writ to which Demurrer has been filed and 
also a Motion for Peremptory Writ of Mandamus. 

This matter was submitted to the Court on oral 
argument in final hearing on the 6th of March, 1929. 

9. The Florida Telephone Corporation, Plaintiff, 
vs. Railroad Commission of Florida, Defendants. Bill 
for Injunction. 

This was a case instituted in t he District Court of 
the United States for the Northern District of Flo- 
rida seeking an injuncion against a rate order of the 
Florida Railroad Commission fixing a schedule of 
telephone rates at the Ocala Exchange, 

The Bill of Complaint was filed on November 6, 
1929, asking that the schedule of rates fixed for the 
Ocala Telephone Exchange by the Railroad Commis- 
sion be declared confiscatory and the Railroad Com- 
mission and all other persons be enjoined from en- 
forcing the same or interfering with the plaintiff in 
collecting a higher schedule of rates. 
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On November 25, 1929, the defendant filed its 
answer denying the main allegations of the bill and 
on December 20th all parties to the proceeding ap- 
peared before Judge Win. B. Sheppard, Judge of the 
United States District Court and testimony was ta- 
ken and reported in said cause. 

Briefs were also filed by all parties and on Feb- 
ruary 21, 1930, Judge Sheppard filed his opinion 
sustaining in great part the contentions of the Flori- 
da Railroad Commission and upholding its method 
of valuing telephone plants. A few minor errors in 
computing valuations were found by the Court and 
the rate order of the Commission was found to be 
confiscatory as it was found by the Court to yield a 
revenue substantially less than that found to be 
reasonable. 

The plaintiff, the Florida Telephone Corporation, 
was aggrieved at the finding of the Judge of this 
Court and has appealed this case to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals in New Orleans. 

This case was fully briefed by both the Telephone 
Corporation and the Railroad Commission and on 
December 3, 1930, argument was had before the 
Circuit Court of Appeals in New Orleans. 

On March 6, 1931, the Circuit Court of Appeals 
handed down its opinion in this case in which the 
lower Court was reversed in part and sustained in 
part. 

This decision is reported in 47 Fed. (2d) 467. 

10. State of Florida, Complainant, vs. A. C. L. 
Railroad Company, Seaboard Air Line Railway 
Company, Florida East Coast Railway Company and 
Georgia Southern & Florida Railway Company, De- 
fendants. 

The Bill of Complaint seeking an injunction 
against the above named defendants was filed in the 
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Circuit Court in and for Duval County on the 29th 
day of November, 1929, and the matter of a tempo- 
rary restraining order was argued before Judge De- 
Witt T. Gray on that date and said temporary re- 
straining order was issued. 

This injunction was sought against the above nam- 
ed defendants to prevent them from withdrawing 
and cancelling certain schedules of Commodity Rates 
known as "Municipal Rates" on roadway materials 
without the consent of the Florida Railroad Commis- 
sion first being had and obtained. 

On the 14th day of October, 1929, the above nam- 
ed defendants had jointly and severally served no- 
tice upon the Railroad Commission that it was their 
purpose and intent to cancel these rates without ap- 
plying to the Railroad Commission for permission so 
to do and this temporary restraining order was ob- 
tained through Judge Gray to prevent this action on 
the part of defendants. 

Demurrers were then filed to the Bill and Motions 
to Dissolve the Temporary Injunction were also fil- 
ed and argued before Judge Cooper Gibbs in Jack- 
sonville. 

On the 24th day of January, 1930, Judge Gibbs 
overruled the Demurrer and denied the Motions and 
required the defendants to plead or answer on or 
before the Rule Day in March, 1930. 

Answers by the defendant railroad companies 
were filed in this case on March 3, 1930. 

A final hearing was had on April 18, 1930, and 
the matter was argued before Judge Gibbs in Jack- 
sonville on that date. 

Final decree granting a permanent injunction 
against the carriers was entered by Judge Gibbs and 
filed April 25th, 1930. 

The carriers being aggrieved at the finding enter- 
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ed an appeal from the final decree to the Supreme 
Court of Florida and this appeal was made return- 
able to the 12th day of July, A. D. 1930. 

This case has been fully briefed by both parties 
of record but as yet has not been set down for oral 
argument. 

This was a most important case to the shippers of 
roadway material and especially to the State Road 
Department, the greatest users of these materials 
If the railroads had been permitted to withdraw 
these municipal rates and apply its present commer- 
cial rates on roadway materials, which are materially 
higher than the muncipal rates, both the producers 
and the users of these materials would have been 
compelled to pay a much higher rate. 

Thousands of dollars have been saved to the State 
of Florida by the action of the Railroad Commission 
in obtaining this injunction. 

1 1 . State of Florida ex rel. Railroad Commission- 
ers of the State of Florida vs. Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company. Mandamus. In re: Gravel 
Rates. 

On the 9th day of July, 1929, the Supreme Court 
of Florida issued an Alternative Writ in the above 
case requiring the respondent, the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company, to apply intrastate freight 
rates upon gravel transported by freight over its 
line from Tampa, Florida, to stations or points loca- 
ted on the line of the respondent in the State of 
Florida. 

To this Alternative Writ the respondent filed its 
Motion to Quash on numerous grounds. 

Briefs have been filed in this cause and the matter 
is ready for argument before the Court but no date 
has been set for such argument. 
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12. State of Florida ex rel. Railroad Commission- 
ers of the State of Florida vs. Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way Company. Mandamus. In re: Gravel Rates. 

On the 9th day of July, 1929, the Supreme Court 
of Florida issued an Alternative Writ in the above 
case requiring the respondent, the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway Company, to apply intrastate freight rates 
upon gravel transported by freight over its line from 
Tampa, Florida, to stations or points located on the 
line of the respondent in the State of Florida. 

To this Alternative Writ the respondent filed its 
Motion to Quash on numerous grounds. 

Briefs have been filed in this cause and the matter 
is ready for argument before the Court but no date 
has been set for such argument. 

1 3. W. B. Cahoon, Sheriff of Duval County, Plain- 
tiff in Error, vs. E. S. Smith, Defendant in Error. 
Writ of Error to Circuit Court of Duval County. 
Habeas Corpus. 

The defendant in error, E. S. Smith, was arrested 
in Duval County, Florida, on a warrant charging 
him with a violation of Chapter 13700, Laws of 1929, 
provided for the regulation of Auto Transportation 
Companies. The defendant was bound over by the 
Justice of Peace Court and committed for trial in 
the Circuit Court of Record in and for Duval County. 
He applied to Circuit Judge DeWitt T. Gray for a 
Writ of Habeas Corpus to secure his release and it 
was granted. 

This appeal is a writ of Error from the final judg- 
ment of the Judge of the Circuit Court of Duval 
County and brings into question the validity and 
constitutionality of Chapter 13700, known as "The 
Bus Bill." No proceedings have as yet been had in 
the Supreme Court. 
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On January 15, 1930, brief was filed in this case 
in the Supreme Court on behalff of the State of Flo- 
rida. 

On March 1st, 1930, a reply brief was filed on be- 
half of the State of Florida in answer to the brief of 
E. S. Smith, the defendant. 

This cause was set down for oral argument on 
March 21, 1930, and was argued by all parties at 
that time. 

Decision of the Court was rendered on May 21, 
1930, the opinion of the Court being written by Mr. 
Justice Whitfield. The case is reported in 128 So. 
632. 

The importance of this case which involves the 
constitutionality of Chapter 13700, Laws of 1929, 
warrants the publication herein of the headnotes of 
the opinion, which are as follows : 
"1 . STATUTES. 

Title of law imposing mileage tax does not ex- 
press, and body of acts does not embrace more 
than one general subject of legislation. 
"2 . STATUTES. 

Tax levy contained in law imposing mileage 
tax on motor vehicles was matter properly con- 
nected with subject of regulation expressed in 
title. 

"3. AUTOMOBILES. 

Law imposing mileage tax on motor vehicles 
applies to corporations and persons using motor 
vehicles in business of transporting persons or 
property for compensation. 

"4. AUTOMOBILES. 

Law imposing mileage tax on motor vehicles 
is not applicable to corporations or persons who 
are not common carriers, though engaged in 
transportation referred to therein. 
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" 5. AUTOMOBILES. 

Provisions of statute imposing mileage tax on 
motor vehicles legally applicable to private car- 
riers for compensation are capable of being ef- 
fectuated. 

"6. AUTOMOBILES. 

Requirement as to certificates of convenience 
and necessity for doing business on highways 
and tax thereon reasonably applied to private 
carriers for compensation. 

"7. AUTOMOBILES. 

'Mileage Tax' imposed by statute on motor 
vehicles is 'license tax'; license tax imposed 
under law providing for mileage tax on motor 
vehicles is not 'toll' collected for vehicular pas- 
sage over roads. 

"8. AUTOMOBILES. 

Essential nature of tax as 'license tax' is not 
altered by circumstance that tax is calculated 
according to road miles. 

"9. AUTOMOBILES. 

Exception in law imposing mileage tax on mo- 
tor vehicles as to transporting or delivering 
dairy products has reference to transporting 
products to primary market; exceptions in law 
imposing mileage tax on motor vehicles as to 
transporting or delivering dairy products do not 
make statute operate arbitrarily. 

"10. CONSTITUTIONAL LAW. 

Organic provision as to equal protection of 
law does not forbid just and reasonable distinc- 
tions and classifications. 

"11. AUTOMOBILES. 

Provisions of statute imposing mileage tax on 
motor vehicles are not clearly shown to be un- 
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reasonable and arbitrary so as to be abuse of 

legislative power." 

An appeal was taken from this decision to the 
Supreme Court of the United States on August 14, 
1930. Briefs were filed in the case by the Attorney 
General and Counsel for the Railroad Commission 
and the case was orally argued on April 22, 1931. 

On May 25th, 1931, the Supreme Court of the 
United States in an opinion by Mr. Justice Hughes 
held that this Chapter was unconstitutional as ap- 
plied to Private Contract Carriers, and reversed the 
judgment of the lower Court. 

This case is cited in the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States as Smith vs. Cahoon, and is reported in 
283 U. S. 552; 75 L. Ed. 1264. 

14. L. & N. Railroad Company and L. R. Powell, 
Jr., and E. W. Smith as Receivers for Seaboard Air 
Line Railway Company, Petitioners, vs. Railroad 
Commission of the State of Florida and Union Bus 
Company, Respondents. 

On February 13, 1931, the Railroad Commission 
of the State of Florida after a full hearing held on 
November 20th and 21st, 1930, granted the applica- 
tion of Union Bus Company for a night schedule be- 
tween Jacksonville and Marianna, Florida, to oper- 
ate in both interstate and intrastate service. 

On the 8th day of May, 1931, upon application of 
the Seaboard Air Line Railway Company and the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company, the Su- 
preme Court of Florida issued its Writ of Certiorari 
to the Railroad Commission of Florida and to Union 
Bus Company requiring the Railroad Commission to 
certify to the Court all of its records and proceed- 
ings with reference to the granting of said applica- 
tion. 
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On June 8, 1931, the Railroad Commission and 
Union Bus Company filed a Motion to Quash the 
Writ of Certiorari in this case. This case was fully 
briefed by all parties and has been set down for oral 
argument for February 2, 1932. 

15. Florida Motor Lines, Inc., Petitioners, vs. 
Railroad Commissioners of the State of Florida, re- 
spondents, and Georgia-Florida Motor Lines, Inc. 

After the passage of Chapter 13,700, Laws of 
1921, at a regular hearing before the Railroad Com- 
missioners the Florida Motor Lines and the Georgia- 
Florida Motor Lines, Inc., were both granted certi- 
ficates of Public Convenience and Necessity to oper- 
ate the same service and over the same routes oper- 
ated over on April 19, 1929. At that time the Florida 
Motor Lines were using busses in freight service and 
the Florida Motor Lines, Inc., were using 7-passen- 
ger sedans. 

In October, 1929, the Georgia-Florida Motor Lines 
filed with the Railroad Commission a petition to sub- 
stitute 5 busses of the capacity of 25 passengers each 
for the 5 — 7-passenger sedans they were then using 
on the route from Jacksonville to Miami. 

A hearing was had before the Railroad Commis- 
sion on November 6, 1929, at which time the Florida 
Motor Lines appeared and objected to the granting 
of the application. 

After said hearing by an Order the Georgia-Flo- 
rida Motor Lines were authorized to substitute four 
25-passenger busses for the 7-passenger sedans op- 
erated- on said line. 

Thereupon on petition of the Florida Motor Lines 
the Supreme Court of Florida on May 8, 1930, is- 
sued its Writ of Certiorari directed to the Railroad 
Commissioners and to the Georgia-Florida Motor 
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Lines requiring the Railroad Commission to certify 
to the court all of its records and proceedings with 
reference to the granting of said certificate. 

A Motion was made to quash this Writ of Certi- 
orari on various grounds and after the case had been 
thoroughly briefed by all parties the matter was arg- 
ued before the Supreme Court of Florida. 

Thereafter the Supreme Court in an opinion writ- 
ten by Judge Whitfield denied the Motion t^ ^uasb 
and quashed the Order of the Railroad Commission 
granting authority to the Georgia-Florida Motor 
Lines to make the substitution of busses for sedans 
as asked. 

Florida Motor Lines, Inc., vs. Railroad Commis- 
mission, 129 So. 876. 

After this decision the Georgia-Florida Motor 
Lines, Inc., on the 29th day of August, 1930, filed its 
petition before the Railroad Commission of the State 
of Florida for an Order permitting the use of busses 
for sedans and according the same right to the Flo- 
rida Motor Lines in accordance with the opinion of 
the Supreme Court of Florida. 

The Railroad Commission of Florida treated this 
petition as a Petition for a Rehearing in this matter 
and set the same down for hearing. 

After an extensive hearing the Railroad Commis- 
sion in its opinion dated September 25, 1930, found 
that public convenience and necessity supports the 
application and that it was the mandatory duty of 
the Commission not only to authorize the increase 
in type and size of equipment but to order and direct 
it in the interest of the traveling public; and' at the 
same time authorize the Florida Motor Lines, Inc., 
to increase and improve the type and size of its 
equipment whenever public convenience and neces- 
sity should require the same. An appropriate Order 
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was entered consistent with this opinion. 

Whereupon upon application of Florida Motor 
Lines, Inc., the Supreme Court of Florida on Novem 
ber 8, 1930, issued its Writ of Certiorari directed to 
the Railroad Commission and to the Georgia-Florida 
Motor Lines, Inc., requiring the said Commission to 
bring up all of its records and proceedings with ref- 
erence to the granting of this authority to the said 
Georgia-Florida Motor Lines, Inc. 

On December 10, 1930, the Florida Railroad Com- 
mission filed its Motion to Quash the Writ of Certi- 
orari in this case. 

The case was fully briefed and oral argument was 
had before the Court on January 14, 1931. 

On March 3, 1931, the Supreme Court of Florida 
in an opinion by Mr. Justice Whitfield sustained the 
Order of the Railroad Commission and quashed the 
Writ of Certiorari. 

This case is cited as Florida Motor Lines vs. State 
Railroad. Commission, and reported in 132, So. 851. 

16. G. U. Smith, Complainant, vs. L. L. Adams, 
Defendant, and Geo. B. Dlsmore, vs. Mary V. Blue, 
doing business as Blue's Truck Line. Injunction. 

These two cases were brought in the Circuit Court 
of the Fourth Judicial Circuit of Florida in and for 
Duval County Florida to test the constitutionality of 
Chapter 14, 764, Acts of 1931, as applied to Private 
Contract Carriers. 

A hearing was had on Bill, Answer and Demurrer 
in each case before Judge DeWitt T. Gray in Jack- 
sonville, Florida on August 7, 1931, and after a full 
hearing and argument of Counsel Judge Gray dis- 
missed the Bills of Complaint on the ground that the 
Answers showed that the defendants were in law 
common carriers, and that, therefore, there was pre- 
sented to the Court an immaterial issue upon which 
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the matter of the Bills of Complaint could not be ad- 
judicated. 

1 7. Central Truck Lines, Inc., Petitioner, vs. Rail- 
road Commission of Florida and L. W. Hoi stun, Re- 
spondents. 

This was a Certiorari proceeding instituted in the 
Circuit Court of the Second Judicial Circuit for Leon 
County Florida on June 30th, 1931, for the purpose 
of Quashing an Order of the Railroad Commission 
of Florida entered on May 13, 1931, authorizing L. 
W. Holstun to increase his schedules between Jack- 
sonville and Ocala from three days a week to six 
days a week. 

On July 11, 1931, the respondents in this case filed 
a Motion to Quash the Writ of Certiorari in this case. 

The matter was briefed and set down for oral ar- 
gument before Judge Johnson of the Circuit Court on 
September 9, 1931, and the Court on September 14, 
1931, entered an Order denying the Motion to Quash 
and Quashing the Order of the Railroad Commis- 
sion authorizing L. W. Holstun to operate daily 
schedules. 

On November 16, 1931 Writ of Error was taken to 
the Supreme Court of Florida and the case is now 
fully briefed and awaiting oral argument in the Su- 
preme Court of Florida. 

18. R. R. Riley vs. D. B. Lawson. Injunction suit 
to test the constitutionality of Chapter 14, 764 as 
applied to Private Contract Carriers. 

On the 24th day of November, 1931, R. R. Riley 
as complainant filed in the Circuit Court of Hamilton 
County his Bill of Complaint against D. B. Lawson 
seeking a restraining Order restraining and enjoin- 
ing said defendant from engaging in the transporta- 
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tion of freight over the highways of the State until 
he had secured a Certificate of Public Convenience 
and Necessity from the Railroad Commission of Flo- 
rida. 

On the same date the defendant filed his Answer 
and Motion to Strike and Motion to Dismiss said Bill 
of Complaint on the ground that Chapter 14, 764 was 
unconstitutional as applied to him, a private contract 
carrier. 

The matter thereupon came up for final hearing 
before Judge Mallory F. Home on Tuesday, Nov- 
ember 24, 1931. 

On November 25, 1931, Judge Home held that 
Chapter 14,764 is unconstitutional as applied to pri- 
vate contract carriers and dismissed the Bill of Com- 
plaint. 

On November 30, 1931, the complainant, R. R. 
Riley filed his Entry of Appeal from above mention- 
ed Order. The Assignments of Error were filed on 
December 29th, 1931, and the cause is now before 
the Supreme Court of Florida fully briefed and 
ready for oral argument. 

Since the passage of Chapter 13,700 Laws of Flo- 
rida 1929, and the reenactment of this law in Chap- 
ter 14,764, laws of 1931, the work of the Commis- 
sion and its Counsel has been greatly increased. The 
administration of this law was a new subject for the 
Commission and for its Counsel and necessitated 
wide research into the law and decisions of Courts 
of other States in order to arrive at a proper adjudi- 
cation of the various matters that came up.

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The 1931 session of the Legislature enacted 
Chapter 14764, known as the Motor Transportation 
Act, superceding the original act of 1929. 

The principal changes in the law are those plac- 
ing carriers operating over public highways with 
"for hire" tags in transporting persons or property 
for compensation, other than those holding certifi- 
cates of public convenience and necessity, under 
the regulation of the Commission, and revision of 
that part of the law governing contract carriers to 
comply with decisions of the Supreme Court. 

There are tweny-five bus lines holding certifi- 
cates of convenience and necessity issued by this 
Commission, operating three hundred and sixty-six 
buses in Florida. Including interstate lines invest- 
ment in plant and equipment totaled $4,661,045.03; 
operating revenues amounted to $3,930,891.15 and 
operating expenses were $3,610,432.34. The total 
passengers carried by bus wer,e 2,809,395, and taxes 
paid totaled $375,407.42. 

Certificates have been issued to seventy-nine motor 
carriers of property, operating five hundred and 
thirteen trucks over an average mileage of 13,373 
miles of state and county highways. These figures 
include contract as well as common motor carriers. 
The operating revenues of truck lines amounted to 
§1,375,357. 34, and operating expenses total $1, 141,- 
966.16. Total tons of freight transported during the 
calendar year 1930 amounted to 199,971 tons, and 
the total taxes paid by truck lines was $178,541.39. 

During the year 1931 the Commissioners heard 
Gne hundred and sixty cases relating to motor car- 
riers, classified as follows:

In our 34th annual report there appeared a state- 
ment of certificates issued to Bus and Truck Lines in 
the State of Florida. This list is not published in 
this report for the reason that the Commissioners are 
now conducting a general investigation of all auto 
transportation companies for the purpose of fixing 
routes and minimum schedules. This statement will 
appear in our next annual report again when mini- 
mum schedules have been fixed by the Commission- 
ers and certificate rights definitely established.

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INSTRUCTIONS^PERMITS 

Reciprocity Agreement With Other States as to 
Transportation of Household Goods, Etc.: 



There seems to be considerable confusion as to 
the reciprocity granted by Florida to other States 
with reference to motor vehicles engaged in the 
transportation of uncrated household goods, office 
fixtures, store fixtures and stock, and in order that 
this agreement may be clearly understood, we are 
writing this letter defining our position with refer- 
ence to reciprocity granted to vehicles transporting 
this class of freight. 

The Florida law requires all auto transportation 
companies engaged in common carriage or contract 
carriage to secure a Certificate of Convenience and 
Necessity from the Railroad Commission, and all 
auto transportation companies engaged in for hire 
carriage to secure a Permit from this Commission to 
operate over the Florida highways. 

We have exempted from the provisions of this 
Act motor vehicles from other states transporting 
uncrated household goods, office fixtures, store fix- 
tures and merchandise stock when moved in the 
same load with store fixtures. This exemption is 
limited to points of origin within the State issuing a 
license to the vehicle transporting such shipments. 
A truck bringing a load of uncrated household 
goods, etc., into Florida may transport a return load 
from the point of destination of the inbound load, 
but a truck may not come into Florida empty and 
take out a return load, or bring a load into Jackson- 
ville, for instance, and take a load out from Miami. 
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Permits: Deposit Requirement, Temporay and Perm- 
anent Supervision: 



1. DEPOSIT: A deposit of $25.00 will be re- 
quired of each person, firm or corporation as to one 
vthicle; $50.00 for two vehicles and $10.00 for each 
additional vehicle authorized under a Permit to se- 
cure payment of compensatory mileage tax provid- 
ed by law. 

Persons, firms or corporations now having on de- 
posit an amount in excess of the above requirement, 
may withdraw such excess amount upon written re- 
quest to this Commission. 

2. TEMPORARY SUSPENSION OF PERMIT: 
Seasonal "for hire" carriers of passengers may ob- 
tain temporary suspension of permit and cancellation 
of insurance will be authorized, upon filing of affi- 
davit that mileage tax reports have been filed and 
mileage tax due to date of suspension of service have 
been paid to the State Comptroller; and that appli- 
cant will not again operate as a "for hire" carrier 
until the Commission has been notified and insurance 
renewed, but deposit will not be returned pending 
renewal of permit temporarily suspended. 

3. PERMANENT CANCELLATION OF PERMIT : 
Upon receipt of written request for permanent can- 
cellation of permit, together with affidavit that all 
reports have been filed and mileage tax due to date 
has been paid to the State Comptroller, and that the 
Permit, number plates and cards issued to applicant 
have been returned to the Railroad Commission, re- 
fund of deposit to the applicant will be authorized. 

Effective March 1, 1932. 
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Requirements for Applying for a Permit as a For 
Hire Carrier: 



1. Secure application blank form from Railroad 
Commission, 

2. Answer fully and completely each item on the 
blank as it relates to your business. 

3. A deposit of ?25.00 is required for EACH ve- 
hicle to guarantee payment of your mileage tax. Re- 
mit certified check or post office money order, pay- 
able to Ernest Amos, Comptroller, with your appli- 
cation. If the application is denied this remittance 
will be returned to you. If it is granted the deposit 
will be credited to your account by the Comptroller 
as a guarantee of the payment of your mileage tax. 

4. When you are notified that the application has 
been approved remit a post office money order or 
certified check, payable- to the Railroad Commission. 
for number plates at the cost of 50c each. 

5. File indemnity and property damage insur- 
ance in the sum of $5,000 for injury to one person, 
$10,000 for injury to more than one person in one 
accident and $1,000 property damage. The Insur- 
ance Company must be qualified to do business in 
Florida. When more than one vehicle is operated a 
blanket policy must be filed insuring all equipment 
listed with the Commission. The policy must be 
written to expire on July 1, 1932, and for a yearly 
period thereafter.

of accident. 

4. No loose driven horses or stock cattle shall be 
permitted to cross said bridge until satisfactory ar- 
rangement has been made with the management. 

5. No steel shod tractors or traction engines shall 
be permitted on said bridge unless and until the 
wheels thereof have been fitted with appliances de- 
signed to protect the surface of said bridge, which 
appliances shall be approved in advance by the man- 
agement. 

6. No vehicles equipped with badly worn solid 
tires shall be permitted to cross said bridge. 

7. Trailers so constructed or connected as to 
cause hindrance or danger to other traffic shall not 
be permitted to cross said bridge. 

8. Single vehicles or several connected vehicles 
of over-all dimensions greater than that prescribed 
by the Florida laws shall not be permitted to cross 
said bridge. 

9. Vehicles, trucks and trailers of a gross weight 
exceeding that allowed by the Florida laws shall not 
be permitted on said bridge. 

10. Persons shall be prohibited from riding across 
said bridge on the running boards, fenders, bumpers 
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or elsewhere outside of vehicles. 

11. No vehicles equipped, with bright lights in 
violation of the Florida laws shall be permitted to 
cross said bridge ; and no vehicle crossing said bridge 
shall be •permitted to pass another vehicle going in 
the same direction.

When ship- 
ped in cars 36 feet or over in length, not less 
than 12 cords will be charged for, excess in 
proportion. Rates to be quoted per cord." 

FINDING 3. It is found from the evidence that 
Fuel Wood may be used as Pulpwood, and Pulp- 
wood may be used as Fuel Wood ; they are inter- 
changeable. The commodity is the same, whether 
used as pulpwood or fuel wood. 

FINDING 4. It is found from the evidence that 
a higher rating on Pulpwood than on Fuel Wood has 
rot been justified.

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(a) Sections 1 and 2 of Chapter 13,884, 
Laws of Florida, 1929, are as follows: 

"SECTION 1. The granting power, and con- 
trol for the purpose of enfranchising persons, 
firms and corporations, public and private, to 
build, construct, establish, operate and main- 
tain bridges, causeways, tunnels, toll highways 
and ferries upon and /or, over and/ or across 
and /or under all bays, inlets, bayous, lagoons, 
and sounds, and the beds and bottoms thereof, 
classifiable as State lands, submerged or other- 
wise, and/or over lands or waters where the 
grantee shall acquire the title or proprietary 
rights therein by the exercise of the power of 
eminent domain or otherwise, bordering on and 
connecting with the Gulf of Meixco, and mak- 
ing up one continuous expanse and body of wat- 
er or land and water, and lying within the terri- 
torial limits of more than one county of this 
State, be and the same is hereby vested in the 
Railroad Commission of the State of Florida, 
to be exercised upon the terms and conditions 
hereinafter provided ; Provided none of the pro- 
visions of this Act shall apply to any ferries, toll 
bridges or tunnels operating or to be operated 
under, on or above any of the rivers in the State 
of Florida. 

SECTION 2. The franchise rights provided 
for in Section One of this Act shall be granted, 
to continue in force for a period of fifty (50) 
years. 

(b) That by Chapter 14,834 Laws of Florida 
1931, the above mentioned Section 2 of Chapter 
IS, 884 Acts of 1929, was amended to read as 
follows: 
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"SECTION 2. The franchise rights provided 
for in Section One of this Act shall be granted, 
to continue in force for a period of fifty (50) 
years, and shall be an exclusive franchise over 
andXor under andXor across the body of water 
covered by said franchise for a distance of three 
and one-half miles along the shore line of said 
body of water in each direction from each ter- 
minus of the bridge, causeway, tunnel, toll high- 
way or ferry, as the case may be ; and any per- 
son, firm or corporation which shall be granted 
a franchise as contemplated in this Act for eith- 
er a bridge, causeway, tunnel, toll highway or 
ferry over and/or under and/or across any 
body of water, as described in this Act, shall 
be entitled to the exclusive right to franchise 
over and/ or under, and /or across said body of 
water within the limits above described for any 
of the other purposes or means of transporta- 
tion, as described in Section One, subject only 
to the power and control of the Railroad Com- 
mission of the State of Florida to determine the 
necessity and public convenience for the addi- 
tional means of transportation." 

(c) That prior to the passage of Chapter 
14834, Laws of Florida, 1931, the Railroad Com- 
missioners of the State of Florida acting under 
and in accordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 13,884, Laws of Florida, 1929, did by their 
Order No. 1004, dated January 29, 1930, grant 
a franchise to Bee Line Ferry, Inc., to establish 
operate and maintain a ferry between that cer- 
tain point in Pinellas County, Florida, known 
as Pinellas Point and across, on, upon andXot 
over the waters of Tampa Bay to that certain 
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point known as Piney Point in Manatee County, 
Florida. The franchise rights granted to the 
said Bee Line Ferry, Inc., to continue in force 
for a period of fifty (50) years. 

(d) That on January 26, 1931, the West 
Coast Bridge & Tunnel Company, Inc., of St 
Petersburg, Florida, filed its application with 
the Railroad Commissioners of the State of Flo- 
rida for a franchise to construct, maintain and 
operate a toll tunnel beginning at Pinellas Point 
and extending across the waters of Tampa Bay 
and under and over the waters thereof through 
Pinellas, Hillsboro and Manatee counties, Flo- 
rida to a point on the opposite shore in Manatee 
County, Florida, known as Piney Point. That 
in accordance with Notice No. 562, dated Febru- 
ary 17, 1931, a hearing in said matter was held 
at St. Petersburg, Florida, on March 24, 1931, 
but the taking of testimony was never complet- 
ed. 

(e) That Section 2 of Chapter 14,834, Laws; 
of Florida, 1931, reads as follows: 

"SECTION 2. That there is hereby granted 
to and conferred upon all persons, firms or cor- 
porations to whom franchises have been granted 
under said Chapter 13,884 since the passage 
thereof, all of the additional rights, powers and 
privileges herein above enumerated in Section 
1 of this amendatory Act, the same as though 
the said additional rights, powers and privi- 
leges were included in the original Act and in 
the franchise or franchises heretofore granted 
thereunder." 

(f ) That Section 2 of Chapter 14,834, Laws 
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of Florida, 1931, operated to make the fran- 
chise heretofore granted by the Railroad Com- 
missioners of the State of Florida to Bee Line 
Ferry, Inc., an exclusive franchise over and/or 
under and/or across the body of water covered 
by said franchise for a distance of three and 
one-half miles along the shore line of said body 
of water in each direction from each terminus 
of the Ferry operated by said Bee Line Ferry, 
Inc. The provisions of Chapter 14,834, Laws of 
Florida, 1931, not only grant an exclusive fran- 
chise to the Bee Line Ferry, Inc., for a ferry, 
but also for a period of fifty years for any of 
the other purposes or means of transportation de- 
scribed in said Act. In other words, the fran- 
chise now held by the Bee Line Ferry, Inc., is 
exclusive of all rights of third parties to operate 
either " a bridge, causeway, tunnel, toll high- 
way or ferry over and/ or under and /or across 
any body of water". This exclusive franchise 
of Bee Line Ferry, Inc., is, however, 

"Subject only to the power and control of 
the Railroad Commissioners of the State of Flo- 
rida to determine the necessity and public con- 
venience for additional means of transporta- 
tion.". 

which properly interpreted means that Bee 
Line Ferry, Inc., could upon a proper finding 
by the Railroad Commissioners of the State of 
Florida that necessity and public convenience

at said time and place appeared the following: 

For Gulf Power Company, R. W. Williamson, 
Pres., and General Manager, L. T. Smith, Jr., Asst. 
Gen. Mgr., C. L. Shine, Dist. Mgr., and Francis B. 
Carter, Attorney. 

For the City of Pensacola — H. Clay Armstrong, 
Mayor, F. M. Turner, Member City Council and 
Chairman of its Finance Committee and John B. 
Jones, City Attorney. 

And at said time and place the said Commis- 
sioners took the testimony under oath of all witness- 
es presented at the hearing, and having heard all 
parties desiring to be heard took the matter under 
advisement, and now being fully advised in the prem- 
ises do find : 

(1) That said Gulf Power Company is a rail- 
road company engaged in business among other 
things as a common carrier of passengers by 
street railroad in the city of Pensacola, Florida, 
and as a common carrier of freight and pas- 
sengers by railroad from said city to the United 
States Naval Air Station and Fort Barrancas 
and that such common carrier operations are 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Railroad Com- 
missioners of the State of Florida. 
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(2) That the said Gulf Power Company has 
for several years past sustained heavy financial 
losses in the operation of its said railway lines, 

(3) That the city of Pensacola did on Nov- 
ember 30, 1931, unanimously adopt and pass 
an Ordinance authorizing and permitting the 
said Gulf Power Company to discontinue and 
cease operations on all or any part or parts of 
its street car lines in the city of Pensacola ex- 
cept on its Bay Shore line, and to cease or cur- 
tail operation of passenger service on its Bay 
Shore Line; but until passenger service on its 
Bay Shore line is wholly discontinued said Gulf 
Power Company may continue its operations on 
its track described in said Ordinance as extend- 
in from its car barn on DeVilliers Street to the 
intersection of said track with that of the St. 
Louis-San Francisco Railway Company in Main 
Street. 

(4) That at the time of and in connection 
with the passage of said Ordinance it was con- 
ditioned that a written contract between the 
city of Pensacola and said Gulf Power Com- 
pany containing among other provisions one to 
the effect that passenger service should not be 
discontinued upon the Bay Shore Line without 
consent of the Commandants of the Naval Air 
Station and Fort Barrancas. 

(5) That the city of Pensacola has arranged 
a temporary substitute for the said railway ser- 
vice authorized to be discontinued over the en- 
tire route of the railway lines over which ser- 
vice is to be discontinued, by causing to be oper- 
ated an adequate motor bus service and is now 
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arranging for a permanent motor bus service to 
take the place of such temporary service. 

(6) That the public convenience and neces- 
sity permits the abandonment of the railway 
line and service proposed by said Ordinance 
and the provision of said contract hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Wherefore it is CONSIDERED, ORDERED and 
ADJUDGED by the Railroad Commissioners of the
